Glaab said a gold necklace was still 
around the women’s neck and a ring 
was on the ring finger of her right hand. 

Although her body bore some marks, 
police could not determine if they had 
been there for some time before or if 
she had been sexually assaulted 
because of the body’s frozen condition 
The detective said an autoposy would 
be conducted when the woman’s body 
thawed out. He speculated that death 
was probably due to strangulation.

A newly-drafted fireworks ordinance 
close to adoption by Romulus City- 
Council was blasted by a local vendor 
who said it would put him out of 
business. 

Clinton Robinson told council 
recently that the new' ordinance . 
w'hich bans sale of all fireworks, is in 
conflict with state law' and in his 
opinion is unconstitutional. 

He claimed he had been licensed for 
many years to sell fireworks and that 
he would, in effect, be out of business 
when the new ordinance is adopted 

Robinson told council two weeks ago 
that if the new ordinance is approved 


Complaints by a local taxicab 
company about out-of-town com- 
petitors being licensed in the city has 
prompted the Romulus City Council to 
take a second look at the city’s 
taxicab ordinance. 

Following remarks by James 
Alexander, owner of Superior Taxicab 
Co., one of two local companies 
licensed by Romulus, council referred 
the matter to Charles Lowther, city 
attorney, for his review' and recom- 
mendation. 

Alexander, in a recent appearance 
before city council, objected to Taxi- 
Town of Wayne and Deluxe Cab of 
Taylor being licensed to do business in 
Romulus. 

He told council that his company 
and Victory Cab, the other local firm 
licensed to’ operate in Romulus, are 
not permitted licenses in those two 
communities. He said Romulus should 
follow the same policy. 

Alexander explained that Superior 
and Victory have enough taxicabs to 
service the city of Romulus. Under the 
city’s taxicab ordinance, council 
issues a specific number of licenses 
after determining how' many taxicabs 
are needed to service local traffic. 

Under the ordinance, city council 
has the final word on the number of 
taxicabs needed to operate in the city, 
said Clerk Leonard J. Folmar. 

Currently, Superior and Victory, as 
resident companies, and Taxi-Town 
and Deluxe are the only firms licensed 
to operate in Romulus, he explained. 

Alexander also told council that 
most communities do not license 
taxicab companies from outside their

Since last June. Robinson and other

county budget for their services. 

The unit also provides police 
protection to unincorporated areas of 
western Wayne County, including Van 
Buren and Sumpter townships, in ad- 
dition to contractual services* to 
Plymouth and Brownstown townships. 

Last week in Wayrje County Circuit 
Court, Judge Victor Baum, issued a 
confusing ruling that both the county 
board and sheriff interpreted as 
favoring their stand 
In his ruling, Baum said deputies 
could provide contractual police ser- 
vices to Romulus until May 19, and the 


county board chairman, Samuel 
Turner, indicated funds would be found 
to pay for the salaries of 25-28 deputies. 

Lucas said the judge’s ruling did not 
order him to disband the P & I unit and 
told his deputies to continue coming to 
work The county board, on the other 
hand, said there were no funds to pay 
the bulk of his unit aside from those 
assigned to the city of Romulus. 

At Thursday's meeting with the 
county board, the sheriff refused to 
back down. After two police unions 
offered concessions that would save the 
county $1.7 million, the county board 


agreed to a ’’compromise” that would 
allows all of the P & I unit deputies to 
stay on the job until May 19. 

In the meantime, Lucas is pursuing a 
suit against the county board over the 
$8 3 million cut in its budget that cut out 
his unit. Outcome of that suit could 
determine the future status of the P & I 
unit. 

In the meantime, Mayor Oakley 
came out with a resolution tossing his 
and the administration’s support 
behind Lucas’s efforts. 

The resolution reads: 

’’Whereas the citizens of the City of 


Despite tentative agreement 

Status of P & / unit is moot 


Despite tentative agreement last 
week maintaining the Patrol and In- 
vestigation Division of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department, per- 
manent status of the unit remains a 
dispute between the County Board of 
Commissioners and Sheriff William 
Lucas and seems headed eventually for 
more court confrontation. 

Ordering cost reductions last 


November, the Board of Com- 
missioners instructed elimination of the 
patrol unit effective Jan 31, but Lucas 
countermanded some 250 layoff notices 
issued and himself ordered all deputies 
to continue reporting for work as usual 
The commissioners had hoped to 
relieve the county of more than $17,000 
daily cost for the patrol and in- 
vestigative functions. 


Council wants limit 
on foster care homes 


Romulus City Council has taken 
action to seek a state moratorium of 
license approval of adult foster care 
homes, which soon could number six 
in the city. 

In letters sent to Gov. William 
Milliken. Sen. William Faust, Sen. 
Edward Mahalak and Sen. Gary 
Owen, council further requested the 

moratorium be in effect until “ a 

plan for equal distribution, throughout 
the state, on a per capita basis is 
formulated”. 

Also, council asked that welfare of 
the foster care patients themselves be 
protected by state assurance that the 
homes meet minimum state standards 
prior to license approval. 

Council has received several 
complaints charging an excessive 


number of AFC home applications, 
some of which are being recom- 
mended for license approval despite 
not meeting state requirements. 

Romulus has recently received two 
applications for AFC homes, one at 
1005 Miriam and a second at 29799 
Ecorse Rd A sixth application is 
pending 

In the resolution adopted two weeks 
ago. council cited the following 
inadequacies: 1) undersized 

bedrooms; 2) inadequate parking; 3) 
inadequate bathroom facilities; 4) 
inadequate or ill-set furnace; 5) 
Ecorse Road location is on one of the 
most heavily-traveled roads in the 
city, being near two major ex- 
pressways, truck terminals 
Detroit Metro Airport.

Anti P.A. 1 14 forces 
gaining strength 


As of last week, more than 1,000 
signatures of Romulus residents had 
been received by the city on petitions 
protesting the impending jump in real 
property taxes, said Treasurer Beverly 
McAnally. More names are coming in 
daily, she said. 

Action by local residents is 
representative of a growing movement 
throughout the entire sUate after new- 
equalization factors were given to cities 
and townships by county taxation 
agencies. 

For the first time, under Public Act 
114, separate equalization factors were 
prepared for each class of property, 
with residential property bearing the 
brunt of increases that will boost taxes 
for homeowners by 20 to 50 percent in 
some areas. 

The factors theoretically bring local 
assessments up to the one-half of 
current market value as stipulated by 
state law 

“In Romulus,” McAnally explained, 
•’petitions are being ’ circulated 
everywhere — churches, bowling 
alleys, business establishments and 
any place that people congregate.” 

Indicative of how* Romulus residents 
feel was the turnout of some 150 citizens 
at a public information session on the 
ramifications of PA 114 held last week 
at Romulus High School, she pointed 
out. 

Sponsored by the Romulus 
Democratic Club w'ith the help of 
Robert Plank, club president; 
McAnally , and Councilman Ed Rush, 
the meeting explained to local tax- 
payers what they could to protect the 
new tax increases. 

Although several area legislators 
failed to turn up to speak on the tax 
issue because they attended a similar 


turnout in Westland. McAnally said the 
session in Romulus was “extremely 
successful”. 

“People asked intelligent questions 
and w f e attempted to give them in- 
telligent answers,” said the treasurer. 
’’The entire tax procedure was ex- 
plained and just about everyone 
present took home at least one petition 
to circulate. Some took as many as 10 to 
20 .” 

Following the trend in many other 
areas over the last few years, citizens 
are now demanding “accountability” 
and “decent money management” 
from their elected officials “all the way 
to the top”, she said 

TTh? treasurer termed citizen reaction 
to news of the substantial real property 
Lax hikes as a “revolution” with many 
indicating they wanted to take control 
back in their own hands 

“People must let Lansing know w r hy 
they don’t like the tax increases, that 
they don’t like how* things are going, 
and that they feel betrayed,” she said 

McAnally said it is apparent to her 
that the era of big spending has come to 
an end in this country and that on the 
the immediate horizon is looming the 
importance of each individual citizen. 

“When the average citizen gets angry 
and gets together with his neighbors, 
Lansing had better sit up and listen,” 
warned the treasurer. “Their whole 
effort is aimed at Lansing.” 

Although she said some would 
criticize her for possibly stepping out of 
the bounds of her primary job — 
collecting taxes and investing city 
funds — McAnally commented, “It is 
also my job to protect our city’s 
residents. If I can make their burdens 
less, then I will do it.” 


Romulus having enjoyed highly 
professional law* enforcement from the 
Sheriff of Wayne. 

“And, w hereas the City of Romulus is 
desirous of continuing the highly 
professional service from the Sheriff 
and County of Wayne and, whereas the 
Board of Commissioners have given the 
city until May 19, 1981 to provide its own 
police protection instead of continuing 
the service of the sheriff. 

“And, whereas Sheriff William Lucas 
has courageously stood by the citizens 
of Romulus, he deserves our utmost 
thanks and continued support in his 
efforts to secure a contract for law 
enforcement services to the citizens. 

“Therefore, be it resolved that the 
Mayor and Commissioner Edgar 
Harris importune the Board of Com- 
missioners to forthwith pass a con- 
tinuing contract in order that the sheriff 
can provide full law enforcement 
services on and after May 19, 1981.”

Lucas was called before the Board 
under subpoena on Feb. 5 to explain his 
actions, although also at the meeting 
the Board approved a plan submitted 
by union officials sacrificing wage 
concessions to fund the patrol unit 
intact through May 19. 

Established by Circuit Court Judge 
Victor J Baum, that is the soonest date 
for termination of a contract for police 
services from the patrol unit furnished 
to the City of Romulus. 

Baum chose that date after Romulus, 
Browmstown Township and Locals 502 
and 1917 sued to prevent elimination of 
the unit. Local 502, National Union of 
Police Officers (NUPO) represents the 
deputy sheriffs, and 1917, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees ( AFSCME) 
represents supervisory officers. 

The disputed lines of authority 
became apparent frbm Baum’s 
“eleventh-hour” decision on Jan. 31, 
ruling that the Board of Commissioners 
is empowered to dismiss the patrol 
division, but also that the Sheriff is 
responsible for providing minimal 
police protection in townships and must 
honor the Romulus contract through 
May 19. Lucas contends that the entire 
existing patrol and investigation force 
is necessary to fulfill his obligations to 
Romulus and the townships. 

Evaluating a complicated legal 
decision, both the Board of Com- 
missioners and Sheriff Lucas interpret 
Baum’s decision in their favor. 

The issue likely faces another court 
test unless resolved by negotiation 
prior to May 19. Reportedly, Lucas said 
ht is not obligated by the tentative 
agreement between union officers and 
the Board of Commissioners, and is still 
determined against efforts to eliminate 
the unit. 

Still to be ratified by union mem- 
bership, the tentative agreement which 
would enable the unit to continue as-is 
through May 19 was proposed to the 
Board by officers of Locals 502 and 1917 
and approved by the Board 21-2. 
Calculated to save $1.7 million, the 
package includes: 

• A $1 per hour maximum in cost-of- 
living increases in 1981 

• No cost-of-living based on overtime 
payments 

• All overtime not to exceed time- 
and-a-half pay rate 

Despite the outcome of the patrol and 
investigation dispute, the Board is 
considering measures which would 
require Sheriff Lucas to post a $250,000 
bond to insure his “performance of 
duty.” 

A resolution to that effect was 
proposed by Commissioner James J 
Rashid and referred to the Public 
Safety and Judiciary Committee with 
instructions for a recommendation for 
the next Board meeting on Feb 19.

Douglas S Baum is a man for all 
seasons His activities and ac- 
complishments range from helping 
little league baseball, boy scouts to 
chairing such key posts as the 
Romulus Building Authority and the 
Romulus Business District 
Association. 

He also operates and owns the 
Baum Funeral Home in Romulus.

Romulus Supt of Schools William 
Bedell has moved to have the local 
school board file a claim under the new* 
Headlee Amendment that could bring 
in additional revenue for the 1979-80 
school year to the local school district. 

Dr Bedell was scheduled to make his 
request Monday night w r hich would 
have board lawyers file a claim with 
the Local Government Claims Review 
Board 

The superintendent, w*ho anticipated 
approval of his request by the school 
board, said the school district’s law 
firm also suggested a suit in the 
Michigan Court of Appeals “to 
safeguard the district's rights under the 
law”. 

Currently, Fitzgerald Public Schools 
in Warren and Waterford Public 
Schools, are suing to contest the state’s 
viewpoint that elementary and 
secondary education do not fall within 
the protect ion of Article 9, Section 29, of 
the state constitution 

According to Section 29, part of the 
Headlee Amendment, “The state is 
hereby prohibited from reducing the 
state financed proportion of the 
necessary costs of any existing activity 
of service required of units of local 
government by state law.” 

Thomas H Schwarze, of Keller, 


Thoma, Schwartze & Schwarze, 
Detroit, in his letter to Dr. Bedell, in- 
dicated the courts will have to deter- 
mine whether elementary and 
secondary education are “an activity or 
service required of units of local 
government by state law”. 

He pointed out that if the state of 
Michigan is required to maintain the 
37.5 percent funding proportion of 1978- 
79 for school years after that year, the 
state would have to pay local school 
districts in Michigan an additional 
$105,800,000 for the 1979-80 school year. 

Schwarze’s letter stated that several 
statutory and regulatory provisions 
support the argument that elementary 
and secondary education are required 
of local school districts under state law. 

His letter, said Dr Bedell, also 
revealed that while the states 
unrestricted aid to local school districts 
is declining, the burden on local tax- 
payers is becoming heavier. 

In 1978-79, state unrestricted aid was 
$1,131,349,000 compared to 
$1,108,914,000 in 1979-80, w hile the share 
paid by local taxpavers went from 
SI. 886, 216,000 in 1978-79 to $2,131,007,000 
in 1979-80, Schwarze wrote in his letter 

Schwarze said his letter was promp- 
ted by the one-year limitation imposed 


by the state for filing taxpayer 
lawsuits. 

“The question of when the limitation 
period begins and whether this 
limitation period w'ould apply to local 
school districts bringing suit for ad- 
ditional state payments under Section 
29 are unresolved.” his. letter ex- 
plained. 

To safeguard its claims, he urged the 
Romulus school district to file a claim 
with the Local Government Claims 
Review Board for additional state aid 
reimbursement 

Also. Schwarze suggested. “The 
members of the school board, as tax- 
payers, might also file suit in either the 
Court of Appeals of the Circuit Court in 
order to safeguard the district’s 
righLs ” 

Further. Schwarze explained that the 
suits filed by Warren and Waterford 
are not class action suits and would 
result in favorable decisions only for 
those two districts He stated that 
should both districts win their suit, ihe 
courts' decision “will not require the 
state of Michigan to make additional 
payments to other local school 
districts” 

Dr Bedell said Schwarze believes the 
Warren and Waterford cases will 
decide the issue of w hether elementary 


and secondary education are covered 
under the new Headlee Amendment. 

“Any suits filed# by other districts 
would not need to be aggressively 
pursued until that key issue is deter- 
mined,” his letter Advised. 

In his recommendation to the school 
board to file a clainrfor additional state 
aid revenue, Dr. Bedell explained, 
“Cost at this point is minimal, because 
other school districts are in court and 
we are protecting our interest if they 
win ”

Serve 'em Bear Claws 


Homemade wheat germ bear claws are a wonderful 
treat for breakfast or snacktime. The recipe for this 
remarkable pastry, developed in the Kretschmer Con- 
sumer Service Center, guides you clearly and efficiently 
through the rolling and shaping routines necessary to 
make this fine bakeshop specialty. The zest of fresh lemon 
gives the yeast dough a perky accent. Also in it are in- 
novative additions of pie crust mix, dairy' sour cream and 
egg along with vacuum packed wheat germ. Preparation 
time is nominal as no rising time is needed for the dough 
either before or after shaping it. Allow a half hour rest 
period however for the oven bear claws to relax before 
baking. 

The dough handles easily, making your handiwork 
simple and uncomplicated even if you have never at- 
tempted this kind of pastry' before. A fair amount of 
rolling, folding and turning is necessary in working with 
the wheat germ dough to produce tender, flaky layers in 
the finuhed bear claws. The accurate directions given 
here are precise and leave no guesswork in the following 
the steps. 

Incidentally either regular wheat germ or the brown 
sugar & honey variety is acceptable for both the dough 
and the filling The wholesome filling is a fragrant blend

In defense of Lucas 

The on-going controversy between the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners and Sheriff William Lucas has many residents of 
.western Wayne County worried that they possibly may be left at the 
mercy of criminals. 

Budget cuts made recently by the county Board of Commissioners 
lopped off funds for the sheriff’s patrol and investigation unit (P & 
1). The unit provides police protection under contract to Romulus, 
Plymouth and Brownstown township and on a limited basis to 
unincorporated areas of western Wayne County. 

Lucas has fought to keep his P & I unit by going to court. A recent 
judge’s ruling will keep the unit on salary until May 19. At that time, 
Romulus, and possibly Plymouth and Brownstown townships, will 
have to take steps to form their own police departments. 

The sheriff also is fighting in another suit to keep the county board 
from cutting $8.3 million from its budget that will permanently 
eliminate jobs for 267 of his deputies and deprive him of his con- 
stitutional duties to provide police protection to out-county areas. 

From the information that has been released thus far to the news 
media, we believe that Lucas does have a responsibility to protect 
out-county citizens and their property and support him in his stand 
against the county board. 

Surely, in their collective wisdom, the county board can come up 
with a better plan that both will save sorely-needed funds and still 
provide some sort of adequate police protection to out-county 
residents. 

Those citizens in the far-flung regions of the county are just as 
important as those in the inner city and its immediate environs. 
They, too, are taxpayers and are entitled to every-benefit of their 
counterparts downtown. 

It is no secret that the county board is Detroit dominated and that 
its interests are often slanted to that area. It appears that a real 
battle is shaping up, a political one, between the sheriff and his 
enemies. 

But, for the citizens of out-county areas to be caught in the middle 
smacks of a lack of consideration by elected officials sworn to 
uphold the best interests of ALL of their constituents. 

In this regard, we believe it behooves the county board to delay 
further action until it can devise a better plan to provide police 
protection for ALL. 

Don't volunteer if 
you can 't serve 

Local government is at the crossroads for a variety of reasons. 

Finding the money to provide services, holding down budgets in 
the face of inflation and shrinking revenues, electing competent 
officials, coming up with the money to pay fulltime township, city 
and county officials and manning the many required local boards 
and commissions are all tough jobs. 

These required responsibilities must be met if local government is 
tc survive. • 

Manning those local boards and commissions with interested and 
qualified people should be the easiest part of local government but 
all too often it is the toughest. 

Appointing citizens to serve on various boards is the smallest part 
of the problem. Local government bogs down when qualified people 
accept appointments and then don’t show up to get the job done. 

Every township and city board and commission is finding it hard 
to get their jobs done because members who have accepted ap- 
pointments fail to show up for meetings. 

Accepting a job on the township zoning board carries with it the 
assumption that the appointee will attend meetings and functions as 
an active member of that board. 

It’s just not working that way. 

Township boards and city councils should immediately step in and 
remove appointees who do not show up. Too frequently this action is 
not taken

'Equalization by class ' 
is inequitable, unfair 


The State’s new “equalization by class” law will 
mean drastically increased taxes for many 
thousands of Michigan homeowners, particularly 
those in the suburbs 

We opposed the bill when it passed the 
Legislature in 1979, and we are attempting to at 
least temporarily nullify it. 

They point out that the impact of the law will be 
felt this year, *vith sharp increases for 
homeowners in many areas. 

The law requires that property be assessed by 
type; residential, commercial, industrial, 
agricultural and timber cut-over. The purpose is 
to see that all classes of property are assessed at 
50 per cent of true cash value, state equalized 
valuation 

The actual result of this will mean that 
assessments against many industrial and com- 
mercial properties will be lowered, at the expense 
of homeowners, who will have to pay more. It will 
be an additional tax burden that homeowners can 
ill afford. 

For example, in Dearborn, which has relied 
upon taxes paid by Ford Motor Company, the new 
law will mean a 49.7 percent increase in 


assessments on private homes This pattern will 
be felt throughoui most of the suburbs, the 
Representatives warned. 

This taxation by class is inequitable and unfair 
We opposed it and will continue to oppose it. We 
have a depressed economy, a sharply rising cost 
of living and widespread unemployment What 
homeowners desperately need is tax relief, not a 
stifling additional tax burden 

Unless something is done by February 15, local 
assessors will automatically put the new 
equalization by class system on their tax rolls. 

Meanwhile, we are actively supporting bills, 
introduced in both the House and Senate which 
would delay implementation of equalization by 
class until the 1984 tax year. 

This would give the Legislature time to work out 
something that makes more sense, they said 

We urge popular support for the House Bill 
(4044) which would place a moratorium on the 
equalization by class system

Many habitual smokers drop out of the nicotine world for a 
few agonizing months and then go back to the pack Some 
actually make the leap from smoker to non-smoker, and stay 
that way, free from the bother of smoking 

One fact unites all smokers though Consciously or sub- 


consciously, they know that the surgeon general’s warning on 
each pack of cigarettes states a truth Cigarettes are 
dangerous to your health Despite that, most of the older 
smokers continue to puff They know the facts, see the 
warnings, but not even segregation in public places has any 
effect Since nothing seems to change their habit, perhaps we 
should concentrate on children instead

Hospital exec 
explains problems 

EDITOR — I appreciate this 
opportunity to explain to your 
readers and residents of our com- 
munity the background for some of 
the difficulties they may have en- 
countered recently with our 
Emergency Room at Oak wood 
Hospital. 

Since early January, w-e have had 
an average of twenty-five more 
admissions per day than in prior 
sears This high number of ad- 
missions. together with increased 
Emergency Room visits, has been 
due to an increasing number of 
patients seeking emergency care, 
especially the elderly, who 
ultimately require hospitalization 
Oak wood always has a high oc- 
cupancy level but this higher volume 
has stretched the capacity of our 595- 
bed hospital 

In some cases, because of the high 
number of emergency admissions, it 
has been necessary to keep admitted 
patients in the Emergency Room 
holding area for a day or more 
Although we recognize this 
arrangement is not ideal, we are 
nevertheless able to provide these 
patients with the necessary ob- 
servation. care and service they 
require 

Further, it has been necessary to 
refer a few patients who can be 
safely transported to other less-full 
hospitals When our Emergency , 
Room is filled to capacity and 
patients may not obtain a regular 
bed lor more than a day, we feel that 
patients should have the opportunity 
to go to another hospital that can 
provide the amenities not available 
in our emergency holding area 

The recent stress on emergency 


room capacity occurs periodically at 
other area hospital facilities as well 
as Oak wood We communicate 
regularly with area hospitals and 
have reciprocal agreements to 
assist each other as the demand for 
hospitalization changes. 

1 regret the inconvenience to our 
patients and community as a result 
of this high demand for emergency 
care. We have added additional staff 
and are making every effort to in- 
sure the experience for our patients

Permits required 
for improvements

ordinance requiring a building 
permit when adding to their homes. 

The Westland Zoning Board of 
Appeals is finding an increasing of 
citizens coming before them 
because of not realizing a permit 
was needed 

Permits are needed for most any 
home improvements, adding a 
porch, building room additions, 
installing a fence, etc. Most home 
improvements must also meet City 
Ordinance No 129 regarding size, 
area, height, etc. 

W r e have had residents come 
before us that have already started 
w-ork on their homes only to find out 
that for some reason they are in 
violation of a city ordinance. 

Citing one case in particular, the 
resident w as building too close to the 
lot line If the resident can not 
provide the Board with a practical 
difficulty or a hardship, the Board 
can and has required the resident to 
take down the work already started. 

The Ordinance No. 129 is very 
complex and involves not only 
residential but also businesses in our 
city. I would advise all residents to 
check with the building department 
before doing any home im- 
provements to see* if a permit is 
needed and if there are any 
restrictions. 

In an effort to inform the resident 
of the City of Westland, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals hopes to have 
continued articles regarding current 
as well as future changes in Or- 
dinance No. 129. 

For the last several months, the 
Westland City Council and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals have been 
meeting to review the current or- 
dinance and to make recoim 
mendations for change so as to keep 
up with the ever changing 
requirements of our city.

Anyone wanting to participate puts 
his name in a box on entering, and 12 
names are drawn at random Ad- 
mittedly the play directors knew I was 
here to review the performance, so they 
may have been guilty of a little jury 
tampering.

We got to sit in the genuine jury box 
and take our intermissions in a jury 
room with a “Policeman” watching the 
door Contributing to the atmosphere on 
stage are a bailiff and a court recorder, 
and each witness gets sworn in by the 
clerk 

But no actual trial was ever so full of 
surprise twists, and revealing them 
would spoil the fun 

“Night of January Sixteenth” depicts 
a murder trial. 6f course And of course 
the defendant is a glamourous young 
woman. Karen Andre is accused of 
killing a notorious (of course) financial 
“manipulator.” who had been her 
employer and (of course) her lover as 
well 

The play was written by Ayn Hand, 
U'st known for her widely-read novels. 

The Fountainhead” and “Atlas 
Sh mgged ’ “Night” does not display 
any of the didacticism and anti-social- 
commentary characteristic of those 
books, however Its suspense, sheer 
and simple, fast moving and fun and far 
letched 

((letting into the spirit, one man in 
the jury room quipped that he ought To 
confess to the murder himself; “And 
maybe she (indicating another juror) 
could be Karen Andre’s illegitimate 
sister .”) 

Naturally we on the jury enjoyed an 
extra dimension to the show, hut the 
rest of the audience was audibly ab- 
sorbed in it also. 

Linda Pavey as Karen Andre was 
frosty and frantic,’ violent and 
vulnerable by turns and turn of events, 
well demonstrating the defeftdant’s 
mixed motives The attorneys, par- 
ticularly Dick Merrill for the 
prosecution, kept the action running 
smoothly. 

Of the parade of “character- 
witnesses.” Maggie 1 lineman stole the 
show as housekeeper Magda Svenson. 
She hobbled heavily to the stand where 
she sat w ith legs apart and exhorted 
against “the sinners." 

Donald Starr's deep voice and 
elegant bearing made him a perfect 
bank director John Whitfield. And 
Karen Wendt brought us a hilarious, 
though stereotypes gum chewing 
dancer from the Bronx.

What has a hotel rooming list big 
enough for five baseball teams, brings 
joy to thousands, and plays together 
every night? 

The answer is, of course, a Stiff 
Records’ promotional tour. The most 
recent one — dubbed the Son Of Stiff Tour 
— carried five bands into Detroit for an 
evening of fun, music, and madness — 
and that’s just what it was. 

Each band takes turns opening, 
closing, etc., so ego problems of that sort 
are non-existent. As a matter of fact, with 
five bands traveling together, living 
together and playing together, you’d 
think they’d be at each other’s throats, 
right? Well, it’s more like an ongoing 
party, with each member of each band 
lending support to the others. 

Despite a valiant effort by Joe “King” 
Carrasco and The Crowns, in my book top 
honors went to a three-piece band out of 
New York known as Dirty Looks. By the 
way , this is an article on Dirty Looks. 

When most people see and hear Dirty 
Looks perform, almost inevitably they 
refrain: ‘‘They sound so good! I can’t 
believe they’re only a three-piece! ” 

But that’s exactly what Dirty Looks is; 
a three-piece band that packs the punch 
of a five-piece, all without missing a beat. 
Led by quitarist-vocalist Patrick Barnes, 


the unique sound of the band is due 
mainly to his playing (nifty harmonics 
abound) and also to his *superb 
songwriting. 

Marco Sin, the rather rotund bassist 
(he recently told a British rock magazine 
that he was ‘‘the fat kid who could never 
climb trees”), wields his bass in a deadly 
fashion, spitting out accompaniment for 
Peter “Spiderman” Parker’s powerful 
drumming. 

Together as a band for less than two 
years. Dirty Looks is already working on 
their second album, while their self-titled 
debut stands as one of the best records of 
1980. Titles like “You’re Too Old,” 
“Accept Me,” “12 O’clock High,” and 
their set-stopper, “Drop That Tan” are 
only a few of the top-notch songs it in- 
cludes. 

And lest you haphazardly dismiss them 
with an “Oh, they’re new wave,” be in- 
formed that if any label must be stuck on 
them, then it’s their own, because Dirty 
Looks is one of the truly unique bands 
around, and one that’s definitely worth 
hearing. For maybe the first time in your 
life, you’ll enjoy getting Dirty Looks . . . 

Dirty Looks performs in person at 
Bookies Club 870, where they’ll be ap- 
pearing this Friday and Saturday night.

But Murphy refuses to 
“fink” on his fellow 
officer, even though his 
conscience tells him he 
muJ tell the truth or 
forteit his dignity.

Murphy is further 
confused by his lovely 
Hispanic girlfriend

He was also* kept busy on defense 
where he was credited with 65 solo tackles 

Is it no wonder that almost every major college in the country wanted to 
sign him? 

“There obviously has been a lot of pressure on him said Coach Carter, 
“but I feel that Rick has handled it quite well. I don’t know what our 
basketball coach would say about all of this, but I don’ t think this (recruiting 
attempt ) has changed this kid at all.” 

Rogers finds time during the “off season” to help Coach Steve Schwartz 
cagers win basketball games. But Schwartz is the lfirst to admit that he 
would like “all of this to end. so that we can get down to the business of 
playing basketball. ” 

“It has to take something out of a kid to have to make up his mind on such a 
vital question as this,” Schwartz added. “It’s a big decision and when you 
look at the three teams, or schools, he’s narrowed it down to. it’s un- 
derstandable that whatever his decision, he ’ll be a win ner.”
